The Dana Roberts Collection 


Collecting foreign coins for about 44 years, and specializing in those of Latin 
America for about three decades, Dana Roberts, of Washington State and 
New York, accomplished something different, and special. He was once 
identified as the “poor Virgil Brand of small-sized Latin American coins.” If 

it had been possible, Dana would have saved one of each—and perhaps we 
should be more specific: each variety of each! Since funding was limited, prior 
to 1970 Dana pinpointed the areas that most fascinated him, and their locally- 
produced, cruder or debased necessity issues subsequently dominated his 
endless numismatic research. To understand the historical context of those 
issues, many of which were produced in various areas over the fifteen years 

of the Wars of Independence from Spain, he acquired the “next-of-kin” from 
quasiprofessional mints in those lands. Unfortunately, the products from these 
mints were woefully lacking when compared to the wonderful issues made 

at mints in Paris, England, or the United States. The net result of this search 





was 4,000-6,000 coins, many well worn, and many quite common examples, 
but each a potential “discovery piece.” It is the creme de la creme of this collection, and accumulation, we now 
offer. The many die varieties, and duplicates, most with lesser value, will be sold in future years. We have made a 
concerted effort to offer the best from Dana’s collection in this initial auction. 


Within the upcoming CICF catalog we expect to offer approximately 1,000 lots from Dana's seventeen primary 
country groups. About 800 of those have been recently certified by either NGC or ANACS. Very few of these pieces 
are gold coins or crowns. Although most are small, and many are not flashy, numerous great rarities are included 

in this offering. The pedigrees have been preserved where possible, as written on his meticulously hand-notated 
coin envelopes. Much of the Dana Robert's Collection is yet unsorted, as it is labeled “tokens and medals.” We 

did a cursory inspection of those boxes and extracted a few of the more interesting pieces to entice our bidders 

for future auctions. These are noted within the country listings as either proclamation pieces, or medals. Dana's 

“life plan” was to eventually retire, and then publish specialized texts on numerous obscure issues. We have tried 

to present any multiple lots in smaller sub-divisions so that the next generation of researchers can benefit from his 
many thousands of hours of patient energetic pursuit. As a result, we decided to put lesser expensive related items 
into the Final Session (Internet only) as single coin lots and small multiple coin lots. We think this will be beneficial to 
all, both now and in the future. 


Finally, for those whose focus has been any aspect of this subculture of Latin American coinage, we present Dana 
Robert's carefully considered list of his ten favorite collections in order of his love for each. This also shows you the 
areas in which Dana accumulated the largest individual collections.

years effort, nearly all from the 19th century. Struck in various 
metals, mostly base, and in the usual sizes. Quality is “as they 
come’ with a dozen or two are in mint state, some likely patterns 
or specimens. Perhaps as many as 20 are duplicates. Dana Roberts 
acquired his first token identifiable as being from Cuba roughly 
1960, very shortly after Fidel Castro took power. Recognizing 
that many tokens of Latin America, mainland or the Caribbean, 
are difficult or impossible to assign to a specific town; he began 
collecting all. By the time Russ Rulan assembled his reference 
on this series, Dana had some thousands of pieces. Many were 
used as plate coins and many hours were spent by Dana making 
contributions. For unclear reasons, Dana had his Cuban tokens 
isolated and there were indications he had assembled a list of 
those known to him (but such has not yet been located by his 
current curators). As we are not the ones who can best advance 
this study, our only avenue to aid the cause is to help keep the 
group intact. Hopefully the collector acquiring this unique group 
will choose to carefully develop the “checklist”. 

This entire group shouldbecarefullyexaminedto notewhatisinclud- 
ed and to determine its value. 


We will offer a few generic observations here. Almost every 
dated piece is from before 1902 when Hacienda tokens were 
outlawed. There are two items dated 1930. Many of the con- 
tainers have Pesant, Eklund, or Rulau numbers. Most are 
well-circulated, with a select few being uncirculated, often gem 
quality, and likely saved as “specimens”. 

At least ten were isolated in hard-plastic display holders with Rulau 
numbers. All have bright luster, four being copper or brass while 
six are in CuNi; and seem to be Rulau plate coins. The largest 
single segment came from Louis Hudson, marked $4,800, and 
appears to be a well-researched collection. Each has a neatly typed 
envelope with considerable data, and apparently all are different. 
Many have the diameter and often the Rulau or Pesant number. 
About two-dozen are some variation of an 1884-1886 Santa Lucia 
series or the 1895-era Ingenio Sabanilla types. The other half of 
the collection comes from many different issuers, towns, mer- 
chants, mills, etc. Considering there are only around 153 pieces, it 
is remarkable that they come from more than twenty vendors. We 
could identify 18 of these: Roberto Pesant, Bill Christensen, Paul 
Bosco, Carol Plante, Jim Shipley, Charles Wyatt, Louis Hudson, 
Jim King, Sprinks, F. Craig, Almanzar, Art Smith, Harmer Rooke, 
Claims-Steffaneli, R.C. Soxman, Randolph Zander, Seaby’s. 


We can only hope that this group is as special as it appears to us 
to be. The six plate coins were chosen simply based on eye appeal, 
not any attempt to determine rarity or value.

Unique pattern or specimen striking 
most likely being the very first example struck for this nation in 
this denomination, or in such a small size. Entering its tenth year 
production of national coinage, the proud Quito mint had yet to 
produce a single piece of the lowest denomination typically issued in 
silver throughout Latin America, specifically a 4 Real. Under duress 
and with much experimentation and innovation, Quito managed 
to produce three silver denominations in its first year of operation 
in 1833, plus one in gold. Shortly thereafter they managed the 2 
and 4 Escudos, then the beautiful 8 Escudos and finally their first 4 
Reales in 1841. During the four years of 1838-1841, much discussion 
about the desperately needed % Real occurred. Legislative records, 
published by Ortuno and Michael Anderson, demonstrate the 
over-riding desire of the elite to have a full set of attractive national 
coinage. Not coincidentally, with the emission of the silver 8 Reales in 
1846, they had accomplished such except for the permanently exclud- 
ed tiny % Escudo size. However their reticence, or benign neglect, to 
produce many thousands of cuartillas continued to choke commerce 
in every district outside Quito! A proposal to import huge quantities 
of the USA large cents was denied solely to “save face for the nation”. 
Coincidentally, is it not ironic that 160 years later Ecuador is almost 
exclusively employing USA currency to expedite local and interna- 
tional commerce?! With the avid support of President Rocafuerte 
by 1837, and in response to the nearly desperate urging of the direc- 
tor of the mint, Don Alberto Salazza, some “midnight negotiation 
and quasi-official support” suddenly overwhelmed the legislature's 
unconscionable neglect resulting in the striking of about 16,000 
silver cuartillas (with a total circulation value of just 500 pesos) on 
or about August 31 of 1842. Before we conjecture as to where the 
dies and planchets were produced and by whom, let us point out that 





the coinage was not officially acknowledged until two weeks later! 
Probably under considerable pressure from merchants and bankers 
who immediately noted the public’s insatiable demand for, and accep- 
tance of the new coins, the Minister of Finance, Don Luis de Saa 
announced a decree by Flores to strike the coins. That did not occur 
until September 13. Importantly, that decree authorized the coins to 
be just 4/12 (0.333) silver and 8/12 copper or other base metal. Minor 
aspects of the belated decree were apparently based on earlier “blue- 
prints” quietly prepared as plans for the unique denomination were 
being formed earlier in 1842. The obverse had only words, as in the 
decree, but indicated REPUBLI (without the CA) due to inadequate 
space on its slightly lesser flan diameter. On the attractive “reverse”, 
the door at the base of the tower was an arch (= % of an ellipse) rather 
than a full ellipse. An eagle, or perhaps a condor, was added, in flight 
above the tower with four pillars. The mountain below was of three 
levels (not two as evident a year later) with a bold letter S prominent 
in the middle. That later does not seem to be part of the decree or 
subsequent discussion so we can only conjecture as to its meaning... 
Important is that this date is so very rare, with as few as 6/10 genuine 
examples inn the census of Dale Seppa and his band of scholars, that 
we can only offer our assumption that the fact that the carefully con- 
structed circle of many small rectangles outside the stars and date 
area are badly “cut off” from view was because the die was made to 
fill the decreed 16 mm. planchet, not the 14 mm. one actually later 
produced! 

A scrutiny of the letter and device punches, including the serifs so 
prominent, and are typical for Quito craftsmanship. The slightly 
uneven (misplacement of) lettering would be common given the 
mint’s condition and the small die size. The “flavor” of the style, 
flan, surface quality and edge (we examined it before encasement) all 
correspond to Quito silver items of the era. However, two anomalies 
are paramount for consideration! The planchet was nearly perfectly 
produced, totally dissimilar to the oft-wretched ones used in 1843, 
and apparently of high-quality silver! The silver is likely above the 
0.666 fineness of the %, 1, 2, and 4 Reales being locally produced in 
1840-1842. In fact, to the practiced eye, it appears to be between 0.750 
and 0.912 fine silver. The “impossibly brilliant luster and reflective 
surfaces” exclaimed by Scott Cordry when he catalogued this piece 
as lot 16924 in the 2006 Whittier sale could not occur on a 0.333 fine- 
ness coin. We could continue our dialogue about this extraordinary 
numismatic treasure but more archival data would be necessary. It 
is possible the coin was produced as a DIE TRIAL or Specimen (as 
ascribed by NGC of their own volition) quasi-officially using a Quito- 
mint die (with local punches) but in a foreign mint (Bogota? Potosi? 
Lima? England?) under the auspices of any of several aforemen- 
tioned high-government officials. Due to its magnificent appearance, 
500 Pesos of similar pieces were struck, distributed, applauded and 
heavily circulated. As is no surprise, the issue was quickly debased to 
1/3 silver, perhaps even lower as Dale Seppa astutely has pointed out, 
thus diminishing what had the potential to be a beautifully coinage 
issue. Upon extensive research by Oen Nelson, Bill Christensen, 
Dana Roberts and Freeman Craig, this is one of only two pieces 
dated 1842 in at least EF quality; there are probably about five of the 
related but different 1843 in EF or better. At a cost of $19,550, this 
was far beyond Dana Robert’s typical budget. He judged it “crucially 
important” to understanding not only Ecuadorian coins of the era 
but indeed all South and Central American issues during the first 
decades of independence from Spain. 


The pedigree was reported by the late Bill Christensen, a major 
scholar of Ecuadorian coins due to his lengthy relationship with 
the legendary Maulme, as being from a “long hidden East Ger- 
many collection”. The coin was “liberated”, about the time the 
Berlin Wall was torn down in 1989. Other items of treat rarity 
from several Latin American nations came from the same group. 
Many were re-distributed by the late F.S Werner. Several have 
been firmly traced to European auctions of the early 20th Cen- 
tury, particularly from the Bergsoe and Salbach collections plus 
various Weyl sales. Much is currently conjecture but it cannot 
be contested that this is one of the highest quality, most enigmat- 
ic and historically relevant of all Ecuadorian coins in any metal.

The traumas 
are chronicled in classic Ecuadorian numismatic works but 
suffice it to say that the first attempts were often quite crude and 
obviously in need of sophisticated amendment. Eduardo Carrion 
Letort, in his booklet, references the most interesting variety 
of this date and denomination. He describes it in some detail 
and proclaims it legitimate for good reason. Few examples are 
known and perhaps only one is better than the currently offered 
specimen. The other coin in this lot was chosen since it so clearly 
illustrates the remarkable differences between the two varieties. 
Please do note that a third variety, with the obverse being a transi- 
tion between these two, is offered in the internet session (with 
assigned ANACS grade EF40).

The stigma 
of Cromwell was such that his body was exhumed, he was beheaded in 
death, and his head was displayed on a spike along the Thames near the 
Parliament buildings until it rotted away. The king was forced to surren- 
der most of the monarchy’s former power to Parliament, and beginning 
with the reign of Charles II the power of the king was mostly titular, not 
real. His influence was sufficient, however, to make his father’s enemies 
cower in fear. No one dared carry a coin of Cromwell, even as a memento. 
Most perished. Those that survived were, in the main, somewhat used, 
VF to EF or so in quality, and well-worn coins are not unknown, proving 
that they did enter commercial circulation, probably decades into the 
restoration. Superb pieces such as this halfcrown are elusive. As concerns 
the presently offered coin, of the four or five MS64-graded halfcrowns of 
this type seen by the cataloguer, this is just about the nicest one overall, 
and certainly one of the sharpest in eye-appeal.

24118 George II gold 5 Guineas 1729-E.I.C., $3664, Young Laureate Head, TERTIO 
edge, rare, XF40 PCGS, a pleasing and affordable example of this, the only year 
of issue of this famous type, bearing the hallmarked initials “E.I.C.” for the East 
India Company trading venture long headquartered in London. A famous issue, 
this example better than average and yet showing the small abrasions naturally 
acquired in commerce. In fact, this issue was very much a commercial piece, not 
made for collector or sentimental reasons, but for use. Judging by the degree of 
wear on this specimen, it circulated among banks and wealthy traders for perhaps 
two decades, maybe a bit more. What its surfaces show is what is often called 
“honest wear” — no huge marks, just the signs of its having been money. The por- 
trait and shield are both nicely detailed with sharp features. Edges are not bumped. 
No cuts, no wiping, nothing to upset the collector eye. Attractive old-gold color. 
In all, quite a handsome piece. The origin of the rare pieces bearing this hallmark 
dates to the company’s being given royal approval to exist in 1600, by Elizabeth 
I, after more than one attempt by the governors of the company to become char- 
tered. The East Indies in the 17th century encompassed the Indian subcontinent 
and most of southeast Asia, including today’s Malaysia and Indonesia. The name 
“Indies” was taken in antiquity from the Indus River. Initially, the company traded 
spice acquired in India and returned to Great Britain on the company’s well-fitted 
ships. Over time, the goods dealt in included various agricultural products but 
especially cotton. By the time of the Act of Union of 1707 in the reign of Queen 
Anne, tea was being acquired by the company at its trading post in Canton, China, 
bought with silver specie. From this venture developed the famous disposition of 
the English people to “take” this drink as a cultural custom. All over southeast 
Asia, the company also traded for silk, saltpeter, indigo dye, and opium, which 
became mainstays of the company’s trading and imports. It is thought that by 
1720, just nine years before the presently offered coin was minted, some 15% of all 
British goods were being imported into the UK by the company, which by that time 
traded officially under the name Honourable East India Company. The gold used 
to create this coin was provided to the Royal Mint by the company for the first time 
in this year. In the following year, 1730, the company’s royal charter was extended, 
perhaps in part due to its influence upon the Crown’s need for gold specie. For 
several more years, the E.I.C. hallmark appeared on some of the guineas and 
half-guineas coined by the Royal Mint, something on the order of a pledge or an 
endorsement being acknowledged to the company by the Crown and its sole legal 
ability to coin money. In the decades to follow 1729, the East India Company's vast 
wealth and influence expanded considerably throughout the geography in which 
it operated, its presence becoming military in nature in India during the decade 
of the 1750s, in which Great Britain forcefully expanded the Empire throughout 
this territory and indeed the globe. A hundred years later, by the time of the Indian 
Rebellion of 1857, the East India Company became so powerful that it shared mili- 
tary and legal prowess with the Crown itself across the subcontinent. It might be 
argued that, without the influence it “purchased” in the 1720s by supplying gold 
for Britain’s commerce, it might have faded and by now have been long forgotten to 
history. This 1729 5-guineas coin, the largest of the gold coins struck bearing the 
E.LC. hallmark, assuredly played a real role in the history of Britain’s commercial 
and military success, indeed in the formation of the Empire itself.

Silver and bronze 
pieces were struck in considerable numbers for presentation. Brown explains that 10 pieces were struck, presumably in silver, placed in special ornamental cases, 
and given to the royal family. None of this explicates what the presently offered piece is, a55mm piece contained within a silver loop, toned over from handling, total 
diameter of 56 mm, with glass on each side. It comes with a special fitted case, of maroon leather, with a white silk top inset and a blue plush bottom, fitted in size to 
accommodate the medal. The medal itself is not metal. It appears to be calcite alabaster into which the master hub dies were impressed. A larger example of this in 
another Victorian medal exists in the Ashmolean Museum at Oxford. Extremely rare. This is a splendid piece, something very special for Victoria enthusiasts!

Below in the 
exergue, in Latin, is the date of coronation, June 28, 1838. Victoria 
“ascended” the throne upon the death of her uncle, William IV, 
on June 20, 1837, aged 19 (she was born May 24, 1819, daughter 
of Edward, Duke of Kent, and granddaughter of George III), and 
was officially coronated a year later. The engraver signed his work 
“B.P.” at the base of the truncation in the field and again on the left 





base of the lower step on reverse. The portrait must be about 4mm 
high off the field, and the high relief attitude of the entire work 
of art is awe inspiring, as is the quality of preservation of this, 
certainly among the finest known examples of this monumental 
medal. This gorgeous medal sold for $5,750 in our summer 2010 
ANA auction, as part of the Guilford Courthouse Collection. Now 
it appears again for your bidding pleasure.

COLOMBIA Coinage DIVISIONS 1772-1972 


Based on Issuing Authority and Denominational Designation, 
Lastly sub-divided into MINT of Issuance. 


Having spent over a thousand hours, perhaps five thousand, over about 45 years, Dana was forced to 
deconstruct the complex Colombian coinage history. Using the work of Jorge Restrepo, the foremost 
expert of the past three decades, along with his “general numismatic” perspective, he forged this 
outline. There are a total of NINE primary divisions (no cob nor pillar coinage was included). Five of 
those were then sub-divided by obvious additional factors. Finally, and a bit arbitrarily, all issues from 
1823-1886 were divided by mint as that was his favorite era for study and acquisition. 


First the NINE PRIMARY DIVISIONS: 

A. COLONIAL silver coinage 1772-1820 

B. ROYALIST siege coinage 1813-1820 

C. Insurgent Cartagena coinage 1811-1814 

D. INDIAN bust coinage 1813-1823 

E. REPUBLICA early issues 1823-1836 

F. NUEVA GRANADA 1837-1862 

G. ESTADOS UNIDOS 1863-1886 

H. REPUBLIC 1886-1972 

I. EMERGENCY and Special Circumstance issues 


Within the colonial period (see “a” above), he subdivided between SANTA FE de BOGOTA (the primary 
mint) and POPAYAN. Within Royalist siege issues, he subdivided between Popayan coppers of 1813 
and Santa Marta issues of 1813 & 1820. Within the INDIAN bust series, he divided the issues before, in, 
and after 1819 as if three zones. In the NUEVA GRANADA era, he divided between REALES coinage 
struck mostly 1837-1853 and DECIMAL- denominated issues dated from 1847-1862. Within the 
ESTADOS UNIDOS, he subdivided into three different denominational divisions: Decimos, Centavos 
plus the enigmatic 1880 Reales. With the modern REPUBLIC, he divided between DECIMOS and 
CENTAVOS. Finally, the Santander and “paper money coinage” was in its own category. 


Lastly, in each period from 1823 thru 1886, he collected the coinage of BOGOTA, MEDELLIN and 
POPAYAN as separate entities. 


Thus there are about 24 SEPARATED SECTIONS within the following pages. We tried to make the 
divisions fairly obvious. You can always look back to this chart if the delineations are not clear. Don't 
be hard on yourself: we have never seen any book, with the possible exception of Restrepo, that allowed 
the collector to easily comprehend this vast and complex series !!!

Our conclusion: the addition 
of the Ba mintmark allowed the Central Bankers to easily separate 
out the heavily debased frozen-date coins struck 1824-1828. We 
do not recall any other examples being offered.

If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, 
the Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall 
pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 
Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or 
for any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such
